0-7% by weight of myristic acid 
0-85% by weight of palmitic acid 
0-85% by weight of stearic acid 
0-1 0% by weight of oleic acid 
0-90% by weight of 12-hydroxystearic acid, and 
where the sum is always 100% by weight.

>claim 8 . wherein the at least one aliphatic diamine compon e nt us e d is 
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ethylenediamine in combination w i th li n e ar or cyo l oa l iphat i c d i am i n e s such as 
hexamethylenediamine, of-tricyclodecanediamine or mixtures thereof . 

18. (Currently Amended) The reaction product as claimed in ono or moro of 
c l a i ms 8 to 17 claim 8 t wherein the mixture of long-chain fatty acids further comprises 

0-7% by weight of myristic acid 
0-85% by weight of palmitic acid 
0-85% by weight of stearic acid 
0-1 0% by weight of oleic acid, and 
0-90% by weight of 1 2-hydroxystearic acid, 
where the sum is always 100% by weight. 

1 9. (Currently Amended) A process for preparing a_reaction products product 
as claimed in on e or more of c l aims 1 to 18. wher ei n claim 1, comprising the step of 
setting an alkali number of < 1 0 and an acid number of < 1 5 ar e s e t for th e r e action 
products for the reaction product . 

20. (Currently Amended) Tho use of react i on products as c l aim e d i n on e or 
moro of c l a i ms 1 to 18 as modifiers fo r A method for modifying bitumen comprising 
the step of adding a reaction product as claimed in claim 1 to the bitumen . 

21 . (New) Bitumen made in accordance with the method of claim 20. 
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
